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HEN  days  are  hot  and  children  need  few  clothes,  a  sun-suit 
ensemble  is  ideal.  The  cool  romper  with  its  net  top  to  catch  the  ultra- 
violet rays  is  ju^  right  for  play  in  the  back  ^  .^^ 
yard.  With  a  dress  to  match,  it  makes 
an  outfit  for  pradtically  any  occasion. 
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KE/^  a  sun  suit  a  cnild  need  merely  put  on  a  matching  dress  or  overblouse 
to  be  appropriately  clad  for  the  ^reet,  and  quite  as  quickly  it  can  be  shed  for  a 
dig  in  the  sand  pile.  Again,  when  it  is  time  to  go  indoors,  the  dress  or  blouse 
looks  better  at  the  dinner  table,  and  there  is  less  danger  of  cooling  off  too  quickly 
after  the  heat  of  the  sun. 

The  little  girl  on  page  1  wears  a  sun-suit  romper  with  a  front  opening  so  con- 
venient that  she  can  dress  herself.  When  she  grows  taller,  the  tabs  on  the 
shoulders  can  be  slipped  back  and  tacked  into  place  again.  Her  matching 
tailored  dress  with  its  front  closing  can  be  put  on  and  fa^ened  in  a  jiffy. 

The  3-year-old  lad  shown  below  buttons  his  self-help  trousers  on  to  a  ^raight 
net  top.  He  can  put  on  the  matching  overblouse  all  by  himself,  for  the  buttons 
are  ju^  the  right  size  and  in  the  m.o^  convenient  place  for  his  tiny  inexperienced 

fingers  to  manage  easily.  All  the  little  things  that 
often  make  clothes  a  nuisance  to  the  boy  are  done 
away  with  in  this  design. 
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^UN-SUIT  ensembles  may  even  be  fashioned  from  old  outfits.  A  neat  com- 
fortable pair  of  French  panties  buttoned  on  to  a  surplice  net  wai^  serves  as  a 
fcfnoft  attracftive  sun  suit  or  as  a  cool  undergarment  when  worn  with  the  dress. 
The  deep  neckline  and  armholes  are  finished  with  binding  and  a  simple  bit  of 
ititchery  in  harmony  with  the  gay  print  of  the  panties  and  dress.  A  wide  hem 
allows  for  button  adju^ment  on  the  waift,  and  twilled  tape  reenforces  the  buttons 
so  they  will  not  tear  the  net. 

The  dress,  simple  in  design,  has  box  pleats  to  provide  the  needed  fullness.     It 
faftens  in  front  with  crocheted  loops  that  are  easily  slipped  over  the  buttons. 
A  simulated  collar  Pitched  flat  to  the  dress  gives  the  same  becoming  effecft  as  an 
attached  collar,  but  is  simpler  to  make  and  easier 
to  launder.  Besides,  it  is  cooler.  Such  a  little  thing 
as  a  rolling  collar  may  be  very  warm  on  a  hot  day.

w/iy  prints  as  well  as  plain  colors  are  ju^  the  thing  for  a  little  girl's  summer 
ensemble.  Seledt  carefully  though,  for  some  prints  are  too  large  and  spotty, 
and  intense  plain  colors  may  overpower  the  small  figure  and  developing  person 
ality  of  a  little  child.  Soft,  but  bright  colors,  are  appropriate,  becoming,  and  a 
source  of  real  enjoyment  for  children.  Besides  they  are  easily  seen  by  the  motoric 
and  serve  as  protedtion  again^  traffic  hazards. 

Let  the  design  of  the  ensemble  harmonize  with  the  design  of  the  material  juft 
as  the  graceful  lines  of  the  print  shown  below  are  repeated  in  the  design  of  both 
romper  and  matching  dress. 

Sun-suit  ensembles  are  not  only  convenient  and  comfortable;  they  are  healthful. 
Advantage  may  be  taken  of  the  sunlight  at  any 
time,  and  the  outer  garment  m.ay  be  put  on  quickly 
when  needed.    Energy  needed  for 
growth  is  not  wa^ed  by  allowing 
the  child  to  become  either  too 
warm  or  chilly. 
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
